1) IT WAS 19.3% PUBLICLY SUPPORTED FOR THE FOUR YEAR PERIOD ENDING 12/31/2006. THERE 
IS NO VISIBLE INCREASE OVER THE FIVE-YEAR PERIOD ENDING 12/31/2005 ONLY BECAUSE NO 
PUBLIC SUPPORT WAS RECEIVED IN THE FIRST YEAR OF OPERATIONS (2001) THEREFORE BOTH 
REPORTING PERIODS RELY ON FUNDING RECEIVED IN THE SAME 4 YEARS. ON A YEAR-BY-YEAR
